THE TOBACCO TAX. 

WasuHinGcton, December 21.—In the house, 
Mr. Keiley, of Pennsylvania, chairman of the 
ways and means committtee, reporied a reso- 
lution declaring it tobe the sense of the 
house that in case the internal reyenue laws 
be so amended asto abolish the tax on to- 
bacco, snuffand cigars, or either, provision 
should be made for allowing a rebate of the 
tax paid on the stock on hand at the time 

uch law goes into effect, provided that such 

ck is stamped and in unbroken packages, 
Mr. Kasson,of Iowa,in behalf of the minority 
of the committee reported as a substitute, 
a resolution declaring that in the 
judgment of the house no _ further 
reduction of taxes on manufacturers of to- 
bacco shall now be made than that provided 
for in the house bill to reduce internal reve- 
nue taxation pending in the senate. Mr. 
Whitthorne, of Tennessee, objected to the 
present consideration of the. subject. Mr. 
Tucker, of Virginia, —— to Mr. Whit- 
thorne to withdraw the objection. The whole 
tobacco trade was thrown into great trouble 
by the proposition to repeal the tax on to- 
bacco without any provision for rebate. The 
resolutions were finally referred to the com- 
mittee of the whole. Mr. Kelley gave notice 
that he would ask consideration to-day or to- 
morrow. e 

THE ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL, 

The house at 12:40 went into committee of 
the whole, Mr. Townsend, of ’Ohio, in the 
chair, on the army appropriation bill which 
appropriates $24,681,709. After explanation 
of the bill by Mr. Butterworth, of Ohio, Mr. 
Hewitt, of New York,addressed himself to the 
consideration of the provision that for army 
transportation the land grant roads which 
have received government aid by loan or 
guarantee of bonds, shall be allowed a -com- 
pensation of not exceeding 50 per cent of the 
amount paid by private parties for the same 
kind of service. The entire afternoon was 
consumed in a discussion of this provision, 
and without action the committee rose, and 
after granting twenty-five leaves of absence 
the house, at 8:30 adjourned. —

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The Works and Waysef Washington Life—A Ques 
ticmable Nomination. 

Wasuincton, December 21.—Senator Lo- 
gan, to-day, introduced in the senate a 
bill to regulate the charges of telegraph com- 
panies. The bill, if adopted, will put an end 
to the long-standing controversy between the 
Mutual Union and Western Union com- 
panies. The Western Union has charged the 
Mutual more than it charges other’ com- 
panies or private persons. It is claimed that 
tie bill is brought by the friends of the 
Mutual Union, but they claim that itis for the 
benefit of all other companies. The bill pro- 
vides that one telegraph company shail traus- 
mit the messages of another telegraph coim- 
yany at the same rate as messages are trans- 
mitted for other corporations or private per- 
sons. The advantages to be gained by the 
Miitual Unionin this provision of the bill 
is this: If a message is now sept over the 
Mutual Union—say from New York to Chi- 
ces --and their lines only extend as far as 
v‘iizen City, the message would have to 
he sent the remainder of the distance over 
tue Western Union lines, for which the lat- 
ter company would charge sucha large rate 
as to eat up the profit of the Mutual Union 
for transmitting the message about seven- 
eighths of the entire distance. This the bill 
on oi will remedy. It prohibits the 
festern Union from charging the Mutual 
Union or any other rival company more 
than would be charged a private per- 
son. Another grievance of the Mutual Un- 
ion is that the Western Union charges them 
a royalty on every message sent over the At- 
lantic cables, by adding an additional word 
to the address of the cablegram, and for this 
extra word a charge of 50 cents is made. The 
Mutual Union has no cable of their own, al- 
though they intend soon to commence the 
onstruction of one. The Western Union 
mnonopolizes the Atlantic) cables, and it is 
laiyned by the triends of the Mutual Union 
Mt the discrimination is! unjust.

AMERICAN SHIPPING. 

Wasuineton, December 21.—The bill re- 
ported in the ‘house and senate by the 
joint select committee on the decline of 
American shipping, makes the following 
changes inthe existing law. The provision 
that “‘ofticers of vessels of the United Siates 
shall, in all cases, be citizensof the United 
States,”’ is repealed, as is also the provision 
that vessels not wholly commanded by offi 
cers who are citizens of the United States 
shall pay a tax of fifty cents perton. No fees 
are hereafter to be charged by any consular 
otticer for any certificate, manifest or other 
official service to American ves 
sels engaged in foreign trade, or 
to owners, officers or seamen of such vessels. 
[t is made unlawful in any case to pay any 
seaman wages in advance of the time when 
he has actually earned the same, or to pay 
such advance wages toany other person, or 
to pay any person any remuneration for the 
shipment of seamen. All articles aud mate- 
rials of foreign production needed for the re- 
pair of vessels engaged in the foreign trade, 
including the trade between the Atlantic 
and Pacific ports of the United States and ail 
ship stores, may be withdrawn from bonded 
warehouses free of duty. Whenany vessel 
shall be constructed and equipped in the 
United States, for the foreign trade in 
whole or part of the material produced in the 
United States, the owner of such vessel shall 
be entitled to receive from the United States 
a draw back equal in amount to the duty 
which would have been collected upon the 
imported materials of like description and of 
equal quality. A similar draw back 
less 10 per cent. is also allowed on imported 
materials used in the construction of vessels 
in the United States for foreign account. 
Finally all registered ships, steamers er ves- 
sels employed exclusively in the toreign 
carrying trade, ineluding the trade between 
the Atlantic and Pacific ports of the United 
States are exemp‘ed from state or municip 
taxation. al

WASHINGTON, December 21.—General - 
crans is in favor of abolishing the internal 
taxes on everything save tobacco and whisky, 
which he saysareluxuriesand sh uld be taxed 
to assist in supporting the government. In 
speaking of the tariff-question he says. ‘The 
tarit! question isa very difficult one indeed 
to solye. I would favor a protective taritl 
wherever it would benefit thé PH yxingman, 
but where only the manufacturers benefit 
ted and the workman rather injured. J should 
favor its abolishmént. There isa necessity 
for a certain amount of tariff atany rate. I 
would not favor free trade in any commodity 
which would have as its eftect the crushing 
out of our own manufacturers and the op- 
portunity afforded the foreigner to come in 
and sell at high prices. Iamiin favor of a 
revision of the tariff at any rate.’’ 

NEWSPAPERS EXEMPTED FROM POSTAGE. 

WaAsHINGTON, December 21.—The postmas- 
ter general has been oflicially informed by the 
Canadian post department that an act was 
pessed at the last session of the Dominion 
parliament exempting from postage all news- 
papers mailed from offices of publication in 
Canada addressed to subscribers in that coun- 
try, and that under the terms of the postal 
convention of 1875, this exemption from pos- 
tage lias also been extended to newspapers 
mailed from Canadian offices of publication 
and addressed to subscribers in the United 
Btates. - 

THE TOBACCO BILL, 

W ASHINGTON, Dec mber 21.—The comnit- 
tee on Ways and means discussed the free 
bacco bill thismorning and tested thestrength 
ofthe measure,so far committee is 
coneerned, Messrs. Kasson and Haskell! 
joined in a resolution that itis the sense of 
the house that a repeal of tne tobacco tax is 
neither necessary or desirable, which was 
voted down DY a vote of G to 4. Phe guestion 
of rebaic in case of reduction or repeal of the 
tobacco tux’ came up, and the committee 
agreed that Mr. Butterworth’s substitute for 
the bill allowing such rebate be reported to 
the house. 

RESTRAINING FEDERAL CoURTS. 

WASHINGTON, December 21.—A bill was in- 
troduced by Mr. Morgan in the senate to-dav 
to restrain the United States court from in- 
terfering with the state and local matters. It 
prohibits the United States circuit ana district 
courts from enforcing the coilection of any 
tax levied in a state under the laws thereof, 
orin any county or municipality of any state 
levied by authority of such state. 

THE SUGAR TARIFI] 

WASHINGTON, December 21.—The ways and 
means committee is at work to day on the su- 
gar schedule. The classification as made in 
the tariff commission’s report has been ap- 
proved by the coinmittee, and the adoption 
of the polariscope test is recommended, but 
no decision has been reached as to the rate.

He is unable to move head the slightest, 
as his neck is perfectly stiff, and his arms and 
legs wre always still, excepting a slight bu‘ 
repid trembling motion, Hisarmsare drawn 
up with hands on his 
breast and so tightly clenched 
the tiails penetrate the flesh, and his hands 
oiten become sore, so that cotton. 
with earbolic acid and liniment, is placed un- 
der the ends of bis tingers. His legs are also 
drawn up, with the feet near the body, and 
bis limbs constantly remain in this contract- 
ed and cramped condition. This is probably 
the worst paralytic case of long standing ir 
Pennsyivania. The patient lies on his back 
in a low bed in the maie hospital. department 
on the second floor of the new building. Al- 
though he is so utterly helpless that he could 
not move a finger to save his life, he is in pos- 
session of his mental faculties and senses. 
Hie has a voracious appetite. He eats hearti- 
ly three times a day, and his diet consists of 
beef tea, rice and other kinds of soup, soft

tity of clothing was washed ashore which 
was appropriated by some of the inhabitants 
ofa fishing village near the scene of the 
wreck. Some of these persons after a time 
became’ leapers, and, no measures being 
taken to isolate them, the disease spread with 
considerable rapidity among the families 
with which these were in the habit of com- 
ing in contact. In 1847 the provincial govy- 
ernment was alarmed, and adopted harsh and 
sometimes cruel mean of securing the seclusion 
of the lepers. Of late years the care of the 
lazaretto has been relegated tothe nuns, who 
have done much to mitigate the sufferings of 
its unfortunate inmates.

RAILROAD LEGISLATION IN SOUTH CAR- 
OLINA 


In the South Carolina house of representa- 
tives last Tuesday, the Smythe bill 
was passed toathird reading by a voie of 
2 to 35, after a discussion of considerable in- 
terest. The Smythe bill, 
is modeled after the Georgia law, and the ob- 
jections urged against it in the discussjon are 
precisely similar to those that were urged 
against the measure under which the Geor- 
gia comimission was organized. The condi- 
tion of affairs in South Carolina so far as the 
relations between the people and the railroads 
are concerned is not greatly different from 
the condition of affairs in Georgia previous to 
the adoption of our railroad law, and it is not 
to be supposed that the operations of the law 
will be greatly different inits results, In 
Georgia there has been no undue friction. 
The railroads have not been injured 
either directly or indirectly. Their earnings 
have steadily increased, and the volume 
of travel has been greatly augmented by 
the reduction of passenger fares to an average 
of three centsa mile. Foreign capital has 
not been driven away, for there has been 
more foreign capital invested in Georgia 
railroads since the organization of the com- 
mission than wag ever known in the history 
of the state. Railroad development has not 
been retarded, and, indeed, the interests of 
the corporations have suffered in ro particu- 
lar. While this is true, there has been a vast 
saving tothe people in the shape of reduced 
rates and the prevention of unjust discrimi- 
nations. 

But the Georgia law can be improved upon 
in one direction and we ad- 
vise our South Carolina friends 
to look into the matter. At present a rail- 
road can make up what might be called, a 
blind case against the board, 
strength of it, apply for an injunction to pre- 
vent the rates of the commission from going 
into effect until after a decision has bef 
reuched. Just such an injunction is in ofr-
